Ultimately,
after a journey by raft, boat and steamer
Shanghal was reached on March 29, the trip
baving oceupled ahout a year,
THE FRENCH EXPEDITION.

“[n 1861 the Dutrell de Rhios French ex-
pedition staried, traveling across
Turkestan, and {2 members also encounterad
severe wedther, suffecing conslderably at the
great altitudes reached. Nearly all the men
fell out, partly owing to mountain sickness
and partly owing to the bad quality and ln-
sufficiency of the food at their disposal, be-
sides the evil effects produced by appeasing
their thirst with salt water. the only bever-
The animals suffered qulite
as much aa the human portion of the ex-
pedition; In fact. more so, and one by one
began to perish. The travelers sacrificed
their provisions of bread and rice to keep
their beasts of burden alive uotll (fresh
porvisions could be produced In the léss in-

“Various reisons Induced them to find their
way back from this pont to Khotam, whers
thyy wintered, making a fresh start the fol-
lowing year, with the renewed Intenitlon of
reaching Lhassa, end possibly alter that con-
tinving thelr journey to Si-nlng.

) sacred ity of Lhassa, for many
centurles the chief ¢ity of Thibet, s probably
e of the few romalning spots o the world
where a0 European has been able to gpenetmte
since the hasty visit paid te it by Manning
In the year 18511,

“Lhasaa means the 'Ground of God, and
&a such the wize Lamas think it proper o
keep it free from the evil effects of a weatern
eivilimation. According to the account glven
by the Indlan Pundit, Naia Singh, it appears
that this sacred city rests In a plain sur-
ronnded by barren hille and mountains, the
passes by which the town Is approached
being guarded by many forts

“The wall, which at rne time surrounded
tha olty, s now in a state of dllapldation, far
tha Chinese destroyed it when they occupled
the town. The babitaticns, though desoribed
as niten soaclous and many-storied, bardly
convey to Buropean ears the idea of being
comfortable and clean. Their windows
grarcely desarve the name and are better
qualifled as ‘alr holes,' while ths white-
washed walls of clay and unbaked brleks are
occasionally made more pletuvesque and solid
by interpolating in the clay hovna of oxen sud
other animals. The filth of some of
#irecis appears to be bevond deseription, and
is only equaled, if not surpassed, by the
extraordinary exhalations—a stmng characier-
fgtic of all Thidbetan conglomerations of dwell-
Ing=

THE POPE OF BUDDHISM

“Notwithstanding all®this. Lbhassa {s n
sacTed city; the Home of Thibet, as it were:
and pligrims from all parts of Asla come to
worship at the shrine of Buddba and to be-
siow more or less lavishly their mcaey sav-
lugs In offerings to the various temples and
monasteries of the place. Here, In the wlder
streets 0f this great center of Buddhism,
crowd students and fanatics. who, by-and-hy,
will meke their way back to thelr distant
bomes, laden with relles, hely rosaries, pray-
ing-wheals and fosall bones (called by the
siztives lightning-bones, for they are sup-

pesed to possess the wonderful quality of
bealing wounds and couring wvarious ail-
ments.)

*“1f we are to believe all we hear, in many
of the great temples and monasteries of
Lhassa the art of magle and witcheraft s
practiced with great advantage and success
¥ire-breathing, apparent belieading, and
other fantaatie marvels of the kind attract
the rellgious erowd of simple pllgrims, and
po doubt impress them with the superiority
and unworldly power of the Lamas; while
the wild howls and cries and the dixbolical
dancing of these Buddhiet priests would be
gnough to terrify the majority of mortals.

“The New Year's festivities, accordierg to
Nain Singh's atcount, are of an extracrdinary
character. They are not unlike a Saturnalia,
and the disorderly crowd Is supplied with
sports and pastimes of such a dangerous
and cruel nature as to often result in the
lcss of much Buman llfe. The Lamas seem
to gneourage these performances, and In-
deed, the Grand Lama—the pope of Buddhism
—is generally the chief spectator and high
patron of these shows,

SOME GLORIOUS FAILURES.

“Since Manning's time many ubnsnccessful
altempts bive besn made to penetrate within
the macred precinets of this quaint spot of
tho eurth and to investigate the numberless
mysteries It contains, Many plucky travel-
ers, Buglish, Americap, Freoch and Rusalan,
bBave braved the appalling hardships and ac-
tual sufferings of traveralng the ¢old, Inhos-
pitible, and often almrest impassable country
tn the ceater of which Lhassa lies. One after
the other has falled. Everything seems to
be axalnst the incomer. The ivclemency of
the climate, the great altitudes in the forma-
tivn of the country, the susplclous nature
of the inhabitants themselves, all stand op-
posed to the visitor, llke an unsurpassable
barrier, and this accounts for the fact that
great men and well qualifed travelers like
Captain Bower, Rockill, Prejevalsky, Du
treil de Rhins, Gresard, Prince Heary 4'0Op
lears, Boowvalo!, and Littledalg were com-
peiled to abandon the idea of entering the
sacred city, after having undergooe untold
Bardships and privaticns of all kiads

“As every ote knows, the greater part of
Thibet = barren sud entirely sbandened to
beasts of prey. Here and there are {ound
suspicious tribea of oomads uptll the south
fa reached, where the population ls some-
what grester and the land & litle more fer-
tile. No matter from which side it s ap-
proached, Thibet ks Jditfeult to enter, while
crave’ ing on its high table land presents lu-

pumenssble difcultlea ool always easy (o
surmount,
“The traveler & coustantly exposed to ln-

tepse cold, cutting winds, aod blioding
snowstorms, for 1t is seldom that bis aperold
barcmeter marks & lesser altitude than 10 -
00 feet, while often it will show as high as
aixtoen. sevenleen, and eighteen thousand
feet. Some of the passes over which he has
to force his way are even over 19000 feet
above the level of the sea

“Im 1866 the French Abbe Desgoding suc-
conded In muking his way into Thibet and
steered towards Lissas, but he was prevented
by the Thibelaos from even approschisg
the sacred clty.

A TERRIBLE JOURNEY.

“To return to the French expedition, M.
Dutrefl de Rhins, kaving reached a certain
stage of hix journey, traveled In & north-
easterly direction, toward the village of Tun-
Buddha, Here two of his harses were stolen,
bhut the explorers could obtain no redress
from the Thibetan chief. This =0 exasperaied
the Freachinan that he eeized the first two
horses be came across belonging to the vil-

T and refused to give them up until
stiee was meied out to the delingquents.
his expedient unfortumztely did not lead
to the success expected. From the huts in
which the natives had intrenched them-
selves o regular fussillade was opened on the
cardavan, which was at the time making le
way out of the viliage. Several animals
were shot dead, and M, Dutrell de Rhins fell
mortally wounded.

**At the same time Thibetans from the
neighboring villages, well protected behind
natural wails and barricades, kept up a hot
fire on the travelers. They made a desperate
stand so long as their ammunition lasted
but when thelr rifles became silent the
Thibetars rushed nut of their ntreachments,
apd, armed with spears and swords, made
short work of the explorers. The few men
of thelr estort w had pot been kilied man
for their lives, leaving the Buropearns 2lone.
M. Dutrell de Rhins was left unconsclious on
the ground, being afterward thrown by the
natives into the river, while M. Grenard,
his companion, was made a primoner. The
lattar was subeequently expelled from the
district in a penniless condition, without pro-
visions, baggage, or other clothing apart
from what he actually wore,

“The fHmous American traveler, W. W
Rocklll, was less fortunate. Starting from
Pekin, he traveled through Mongelia and
entered Thibet, passing sousth of the Koko-
por Lake. His animals of transport were a
ETear anxiety to him, and all his horses,
mules and donkeyw succumbed to cold and
starvation.

“*Not one," he says. ‘reached the journey's
end. XNot a4 tree, not a shrub anywhere.
Here and there a black teént end a little
flock of sheep huddled together 1o escape
the flerce, (ncesnant west wicd," Hlis descrip-
tion of crossing the pass leading to the
basle of Tsahan-ossn 1s worthy of note, “It
took me two days' he recoupts ‘to cross
the pass. The snow was deep on either slde
to some 3,000 feet below the summit, saft
snow hiding the Jagged rocks -over which
we stumbled; horses and men often disap-
pearing between them.'

“At 8hzog, Rockill met with much oppo-
sition. From thas point his troubles began.
Hb horse was drowned In cressiog the
Yokure river, he himeelf nearly sharing the
same fate, while hls two Chlsese servants,
disgusted at the terrible hardships they hat
gone through, decided to abandon him. at
the rmame time spreadizg lll.ostured reports
regarding the foreigner among the natives
The Thibetans accused him of being capible
of producing out of his little inetantaneous
camera' s whale army of soldiers, while hls
prismatic compass, they coutended, enabled
the American expliorer to detect hidden treas.
ures in the earth.

“From Baroug the caravan had (o piss
through a horrible morass, i which
waded konee deep, for a whole fortmight
through mud aud water, Sometimes they
met with dangerous drifilng sacds Trav-
eling was siow and rough. the provisions
giving out across the deserted parts of the
covatry, and when the party resched the
Damro-Tao lake, Interference agaln begau on
the part of the Thibetans.

FORCED TO RETREAT.

*You mu~ go back whence you came,'
sald they: ‘the lawe of Lhassa cannot bLe
isobeyed ' Mr. Rockili's Monzol and
Chinese servants cad followers became terror
stricken &t the sight of this martial display
o long matchlocks, Nig swords, and bows
and amows, and refused 1o eacort their
master any further. Nothing. accordicgiy,
was left for Mr. Rockill but to yileld, and,
breaking up his camp Iz the Namru valley
he Began Bis loag march esstward, lesving
ugresllzed the dream of ectering the sgered
eity of Lamas.

Seepage Not Exceptional,

City Englneer Rosewater szays that (n the
light of common sense and well authenticated
records on the subject of evaporation the
supposition that the inch of water lost {rom
the lagoon on the exposition grmunds during
twentr.fcur hours might have Leen caused
LY evaporation s npor-ensical. The best
authorfties agree that in no part of the
United States the total evaporation during
the hot months of June, July and Augusa
exceads three inches per manth. This would
be oepe-tenth of &n ioch in  wwenty-
four hours. An experiment in the tropics
where the thermometer ranged between 115
and 125 degrees showed that the total
evaporation in sixteen days from a body of
clear water eight feet deep was only two
Inches. Consequently he contends that at
this time of the year the evaporation from
the lazcon during twenty-four hours could
not possibly excesd 1500 gallons, which
wonuld not make a noticable difference in the
depth of the water. The same authorities
that are quoted above show that in this
country the normal sewpage from a reservolr
is about one-half inch a day after the bottom
has become settled and considerably more
while the work is new, Consequently the
seepage of one inch In twenty-four hours
from the lagoon is not at all exceptional.
